It was found that children 
were going out to work instead of 
doing chores about the home. 

In 88 per cent of the cases in New- 
ark and 89 per cent in Paterson the 
father of the children was the prin- 
cipal breadwinner in the home. It 
was judged that most children were 


not working through economic neces- 
sity, but either through choice or be- 
cause the parents believed work 
would benefit the child. 

The suggestion was made in the 
survey that school supervision would 
be the best assurance that children 
were not employed to their detri- 
ment outside school hours. 

It was suggested further that the 
schools, if equipped to carry on the 
work, could furnish more construc- 
tive and educational activities than 
the jobs children “pick up.’’ Such 
facilities would be welcomed by the 
parents, it was stated, since it was 
found that work was not done chief- 
ly because of the necessity of earn- 
ing money. 

In Newark 2,261 boys and 36 girls 
and in Paterson 546 boys and 16 girls 
reported that their principal occupa- 
tion had been street work.

major baseball leagues have voted to prohibit radio accounts | 


of next season’s games. we yi, ne 


Here is an issue which is bigger than baseball, bigger than 
boxing, bigger than radio itself. It strikes at the heart of a new 
public service, the service which through 642 radio stations 
throughout this country keeps us all informed about what is 
going on in the world today—at the moment it is going on, not 
sometime later. 


We in radio industry understand perfectly that professional 
baseball and professional boxing and all other professional 
sports exist only by virtue of the profit in them. We would not 
ordinarily presume to tell other men how to run their business. 
But when one, or two, or a dozen boxing promoters or base- 
ball club owners are misled into refusal of the most colossal 
business-building force they have ever commanded, their action 
not only cripples their own future but takes from radio public 
service its power to interest this nation in the cleanest and 
healthiest of athletics. 


For everyone present at the ringside or in the grandstand any 
time, there must necessarily be a thousand stay-at-homes.

Let us 
take to every home the exact knowledge of the contest and its 
surroundings, the exquisite thrill with the winner or the sink- 
ing sensations of the loser, that come only in action broadcast. 


If you believe as we do in this matter, write to any professional 
sportsmen you know, to your newspaper, to us. Taking sport 
off the air is a matter whose causes and effects are too little 
understood, It is urgent to establish once and for all the error 
of prohibiting the most powerful incitant to public interest in 
the pick of exponents of American pastimes.

OOKING back over the remarkable career of the 
late Milier Huggins as a Yankee manager, it’s 
odd to recall that he never planned to follow 

that path to fame and fortune. As a growing boy, as 
& young man and’even as a star player of the Na- 
tional League, it'was never his intention to build his 
future on the diamond. He had a different plan, an- 
other scheme. He’ was going to pursue. success. on 
wheels. He always:dreamed that the path to fame 
and fortune for him would lead through a roller- 
skating rink. ' 

Sitting in a-rocker on the porch of a hotel in the 
evening after'a’ ball game and puffing quietly on @ 
battered briar pipe, the manager of six pennant win- 
ners and three world’s champions in eight years would 
tell, with that quizzical smile of his, how far and how 
long he followed that dream. 

He was fond of roller skating himself and, as a 


_young ball player, worked in a Cincinnati rink in the 


off-season. He thought there was a great future for 
him in the business. At one time he was part owner 


‘and director of a rink. It wasn’t a tremendous suc- 


cess, but he thought he knew what was wrong and 
how to remedy the defect in his next venture along 
that line. 
clubs with which he was playing, he inspected every 
roller-skating rink he could discover, estimated its 
income, made visionary improvements and imaginary 
offers for the place. 7 : 

He could tell yeu just how the floor should be con- 
structed, how much, the music should cost, what hours 
and seasons the place should be open and the general 
style of architecture that.would insure success. One 
reason why he was sorry he never went to Europe 
was because, he missed seeing how they run their 
rolier-skating rinks, over there. Even in recent. years 
he couldn't get out of the habit of looking at certain 
locations in various cities as fine spots for roller- 
skating rinks. 


A Convert to Golf. 


When Babe Ruth, Waite Hoyt, Bob Shawkey, Dea- 
con Scott and other Yankees of the first championship 
era went in for golf, the little manager was inclined 
to be scornfui. He talked of the game as pasture pool 
and got a good deal of fun in criticizing the swanky 
knickers and flaming sweaters of some of the players. 

Indeed, the golf craze‘ became so violent on his club 
that he finally put a partial ban on it. Golf only on 
Sundays in the training season and only on off-days 
during the regular season. All this time the manager 
himself refused to yield to the lure of the game, He 
couldn’t see anything in it. If he wasn't at a baseball 
game or busy on baseball affairs, he liked to go fish- 
ing himself or justisit quietly on his porch and smoke. 

But when he began to spend his Winters in St. 
Petersburg, he was practically dragged out to the 
links and shoved off the first tee. One round changed 
his whole idza of the game. He got himself a set of 
clubs, started to worry about his back swing, argued 
over his handicar and became a typical addict of the 
royal and ancient game. 


The Younger Class, 


Miller Huggins used to let his veteran players go 
their owr ways most of the time, on or off the ball 
field. He made changes in his line-up, of course, but 


As he went from town to town with ball . 


in the ordinary run of the game he let the veterans 
use their own judgment. Only in special instances did 
he give signs from the bench. He once jokingly agreed 
that the Yankee ball club had only three signs; one 
for the hit-and-run, one for a pitch-out, and one read- 
ing: ‘‘Game Postponed on Account of Rain. Double- 
header Tomorrow.’’ 

He had his own theory on this point. He said that 
the veterans knew their business. If they didn‘t, he 
wouldn’t want them around. If the proof of a pudding 
is in the eating, the proof of the Huggins theory 
might be found in the success of the Yankee ball club. 

But with the youngsters it was different. He worked 
with the younger class not only hour after hour but 
year after year. It’s the younger Yankees who will 
feel the loss of their leader and teacher. 


Different Treatment. 


Since Tom Zachary came to the Yankees, it’s prob- 
able that Miller Huggins never said anything to him 
about pitching except: ‘You'll be working today, 
Zach,” or ‘What are you pitching to this fellow these 
Gays?”’ 

But the lectures and instructions he has given such 
pitchers.as George Pipgras, Henry Johnson and Myles 
Thomas, now with the Senators, would fill a library 
if printed. He worked with Lou Gehrig, Tony Laz- 
zeri, Mark Koenig and Leo Durocher, telling them all 
the infielding tricks he knew. Ruth, Pennock, Hoyt 
and other veterans were his players, and he. was 
proud of them, but Lazzeri, Gehrig ahd the younger 
lads were his pupils, and he was fond of them. 

Such lads as:Gehrig and Lazzeri can talk for hours 
on how much Miller Huggins taught them and did to 
help them along the road to stardom on a major 
league diamond. He worked with Pipgras three years, 
and when every one else had given up hope that the 
big fellow would ever amount to anything, Pipgras 
came through to clinch a pennant and win a world’s 
series for the Yanks, 


Weights and Measures. 


It is doubtful that there ever was a better judge of 
playing material. either in the rough or with a spar- 
kling finish, than Miller Huggins. He rarely went 
wrong. It’s difficult to recall more than a scattered 
few players who amounted to much in the big leagues 
after Huggins had traded or released them. That isn’t 
a final test, to be sure, for a manager often trades 
away a good man and improves his ball club at the 
same time. But there is some significance in the fact 
that few good players got away from Huggins once 
he cast his eyes on them. 

Asked about this point himself, Huggins said frankly, 
“Well, I did make a mistake when I traded Muddy 
Ruel. I didn’t think he ever would be a good major 
league catcher. But he was, and one of the best.’’ 

Huggins also traded Shocker and brought him back, 
and Sam Jones, Garland Braxton and, quite recently, 
Myles Thomas have been doing well since leaving the 
Yankees, but considering the material that he had, 
that he kept and that he sent away, Huggins was as 
keen and competent a critic of baseball ability as 
ever peered from under a peaked cap. The little fel- 
low not only knew what he wanted, but he knew when 
he had it. The record stands so that he who runs

SAFETY IN AIR TRAVEL. 
The assertion of the Department of 
Commerce that the lack of adequate 
regulatory laws in many of the 
States accounts, in large measuré, 
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But impressive is the record of re- 
sponsible companies. The Curtiss 
Flying Service, which operates in 
every part of the country, says in al 
recent report: 

In the month of August we 
earried, without a single fatality, 
20,117 passengers and flew a total 
of 832,520 miles from the thirty- 
five bases of the company. 

No less than 400 planes were 
used. Such a record deserves honor- 
able mention, and must be hearten- 
ing to those who have looked on 
the other side of operation, with its 
lengthening list of tragedies due to 
uncontrolled and ill-regulated flying. 

The remedy has been urged in- 
defatigably by the Department of 
Commerce: it is uniformity of regu- 
latory laws throughout the country. 
Interstate flying the department can 
govern. Over flying within the bor- 
ders of a State it has no jurisdiction. 
It is true that an attemnt to impose 
| department regulations upon a State 
would be an infringement of its 
rights. But the champions of States’ | 
rights know very well that the dé- 
partment would not presume to do 
anything of the kind.

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WILLINGLY TO SCHOOL. | 

As the class of 1933 enters college | 
its members are reminded to what | 
an extent modern practice has 
| robbed education of its former ter- 
rors. The pace of the average fresh- 
man across the campus no longer | 
bears any relation to that of the 
snail. Education has been made as 
painless as possible. If, in easing en- 
trance requirements so as to admit 
the vast numbers who are now can- 
didates for degrees in America, the 
college authorities have sacrificed 
scholarship, they have added to the 
adolescent’s joy in life. Addressing 
the students of Columbia at the 
formal opening of its one hundred 
and seventy-sixth year, Dr. BUTLER 
reminded them of the grueling en- 
trance tests of fiftv years ago. He 
was frank enough to say that not 
only could no member of the present 
student body meet those tests, but 
that no member of its faculty could. 
That does not mean that the human 
brain is no longer able to grasp such 
erudition. It is merely a comment | 
on the changing standards.

FILM QUOTA’S DOOM 
IN. REICH FORESEEN 


With Franco-American Accord 
Pointing Way, Abolition of 
Restrictions Is Expected. 


CONDITIONS HELD SERIOUS 


German Film Men, Opposed to the 
Contingent System, Say It Is 
Paralyzing Industry.

consideration in any ultimate solu- 
tion is expected to establish a prece- 
dent which will have a marked in- 


fluence on America’s commercial |

well. 

In Germany, for example, there 
has been an effort to éstablish the 


doing business in the motion-picture 
field, but in the opinion of inter- 
national experts the French decision 
constitutes a decisive indication that 
the quota system of control has 
failed of ita object and that Buro- 
pean nations now must resort to an- 
other method of protection. 
Consulted in this connection, F. W. 
Allport, an American commercial at- 
taché who recently concluded three 
years of service in the German capi- 


‘ | tal, during which time he was fre- 


| quently in touch with the German 
| film industry, gave it as his opinion 
|that the German industry would 
soon see the wisdom of the abandon- 
ment of artificial restriction on its 
cevelopment. 

The present system, he said, not 
only is at variance with principles 
of which Germany was a leading ad- 
vocate at the Geneva conference for 
| the abolition of import controls in 
| 1928, but is equally out of line with 
the newer school of thought in the 
German film industry itself. This 
reap, which appears to be growing 
n numbers, realizes that the indus- 
try must look to sound business prac- 
| tice and the creation of confidence 
| abroad rather than to restrictive gov- 
|ernment measures for future pros- 
perity. 

Conditions in the German industry, 


| according to leaders of the progres- 


sive camp, have gone from bad to 


worse under the quota régime until | 


almost complete stagnation prevails 
at the present time. The production 
of silent pictures is less than it has 
been since 1924 and the development 
of German sound films has been 
seriously hampered by the inability 
of the American industry to co- 
operate effectively under the present 
system of quota control. 

The failure of the efforts of the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.— 
._About 13 per cent of the 697 can- 
didates who were examined phys- 
‘ically the past year for entrance 
‘to the Naval Academy were re- 
jected for defects, many of which 
‘the young men did not realize 
that they had, according to a re- 
port compiled today by the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery at 
‘the Navy Department. 

Ninety-one, the report said, were 
rejected, of whom fifty-five had 
one defect and thirty-six had more 
than one defect. Eightéen were 
‘rejected for defective color per- 
ception and twenty-eight for de- 
fective vision. 

The majority were rejected by 
reason of constitutional cefects, 
faulty development, or conditions 
indicating disease.

LONDON PORT OPENS 
TO LARGEST LINERS 


Completion of New Lock to Til- 
bary Docks at Cost of $12,- 
000,000 Is Celebrated.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—A bid to.make 
London the rival of New York as 
the world's greatest seaport was 
made today with the opening of the 
new Trilbury docks, which can. ac- 


commodate the largest ships afloat. 

This enterprise, begun four years 
ago, was completed a year ahead of 
schedule at a cost of more than 
$12,000,000, and brings Tilbury below 
London on the Thames in line with 
Southampton and Liverpool as a 
leading British port. 

Standing on the deck of the 20,000- 
ton Orient liner Oronsay, Lady 
Ritchie, wife of the chairman of the 
Port of London Authority, pressed- 
the button opening the entrance lock 
and the ship steamed ahead into the 
new Tilbury docks as cheers. rose 
from thousands of persons on the 
shore. 

Building of the lock has altered 
the map of the Thames. Nature has 
been treated by engineers as a clay 
model is by boys, for the lock now 
stands where once there was only a 
stretch of mud. The lock and dock 
enlargement, which constitutes the 
largest engineering undertaking in 
England since the war, includes a 
new drydock entered from the main 
lock, a river landing stage 400 yards 
long for ocean liners, a new entrance 
from the river and westside docks 
and areconstructed station for direct 
London rail service.
